The center of population of tlie Unit- 


ed States-lias moved westward during 
tlie past 100 years at the average rate 
of something over ten miles a decade. 
At this" rate the center of population 
la 1900 will be at the intersection of 
the thirty-ninth parallel of latitude 
and the eighty-seventh degree of longi- 
tude, at a point about three miles 
southwest 
of 
Bloomfleld, 
Greene 


county, Ind., 25 or 30 miles east of 
the Illinois state line. Greene county 
Is about 25 miles southeast of Terre 
Haute and 40 miles southwest of In- 
dianapolis. 


The exact location of this point can- 


not be determined until after the cen- 
sus of 1900 has been taken., Many are 
of the opinion'that the western move- 
ment will be less than heretofore, and 
some even declare that the .east has 
outstripped the west during the past 
ten years in the matter of increase of 
population and that the center will 
not move as far west as 50.5-miles. 
. Government officials who are informed 
concerning matters relative to popu- 
lation believe that the center will re- 
main in Indiana and that its location 
will ;be somewhere in the vicinity ol 
Terre Haute. 


The center of population of
